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That often times, a single club—that you haven’t got—might make the difference 
of several strokes in your score. Maybe you were forced to use a stronger or weaker 
club than needed—merely because you didn’t have the right one. Perhaps you 
were handicapped when playing a new course because of an inadequate set of 
clubs—although the set was sufficient on your home course, or maybe you are at 
a loss when your home course plays differently because of wind or rain. 

These are problems golfers must take into consideration to enjoy golf—and 
play it pleasureably. However, the solution is easy, and here is a simple yardstick. 
First study your golf course: its yardages, is it well trapped, does the wind change 
constantly, the usual weather conditions, the length of the shots required to reach 
the greens after the average drives. (Incidentally, only on the drives and the long 
brassie shots should the roll be considered.) In this way you can intelligently pick 
out the necessary clubs to play your game correctly. 

To further assist you in solving the problem, we suggest you look over the 
distances Mr. Average Golfer gets from each club. These figures may not match 
your play, yet show how closely each club helps towards making a complete unit.

Whether you buy a new set or continue to play with the old ones be sure you know 
the capacity of each club in your bag. The surest and safest way to find out is on 
the practice field; knowing the carrying distances in particular is very important. 
Always play each shot to carry on to the green, and thus eliminate the possibility 
of bad bounces, Remember each club is lofted for a specific purpose, so let the 
clubhead do the work, and consequently the more clubs you have the more fun 
the game of golf will become. Why? You'll concentrate on developing a grooved 
swing and no longer will it be necessary to force or soften up on certain shots. 
Even great stars like Byron Nelson and Ben Hogan never attempt to force or hold 
back on a shot when the blue chips are up, and they’re artists with golf clubs. So 
why attempt something that even a Champion won’t consider?

The weighting in the Texan model is inserted at the same 
degree of angle as the loft of the club. Note in the illus- 
tration how the trajectory weighting is slightly behind the 
center of the sole line and helps transmit all the power into 
the face of the club.
